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PREFACE. 


T   is   much  to   be  regretted  that,   of  so  many 
persons  interred  in  this  antient  Cathedral,  so 
few  memorials  remain.     Even   the  names   of 
-^-•^     the  "  illustrious  dead  "  have,  in  great  measure, 
disappeared;    and,   of  course,  few  of  their  sepul- 
chral monuments  are,  any  longer,  to  be  found. 

It  is  the  design  of  the  following  work  to  bring  together 
such  of  the  former,  as  lie  scattered  about  in  different  places; 
and,  also,  to  present  to  the  eye  of  the  reader  the  Inscrip- 
tions on  the  latter,  which  still  exist ;  and  thus  to  arrest,  in 
some  degree,  the  progress  of  time.  This,  it  is  hoped,  will 
interest,  not  only  the  frequenters  of  the  Cathedral,  but 
also,  in  some  respects,  the  students  of  Irish  history. 

The  author  begs  to  tender  his  acknowledgments  to  the 
Bean  and  Chapter  for  permission  to  publish  the  portion  of 
their  Records  herein  contained;  to  Sir  Bernard  Burke,  C.B., 
LL.D.,  Ulster  King  of  Arms,  fo*-  free  access  to  the 
"  Funeral  Entries "  preserved  in  the  Record  Tower, 
Dublin  Castle  ;  to  John  H.  Glascott,  Esq.,  J. P.,'  Co.  Wexford,

"  Richard  de  Clare,  Earl  of  Pembroke  and  Strigul  (the 
place  of  his  residence),  was  surnamed  "  Strongbow,'' 
because  of  his  exceeding  strength  ;  so  that  he  drew  an 
extraordinary  strong  bow.  His  arms  were  so  long  that  he 
could  stand  upright,  and  with  the  palms  of  his  hands 
touch  his  knees."*  (Thos.  Mills,  apud  Cox's  History  of 
Ireland,  p.  44.) 


A  somewhat  similar  account  is  given  by  Sir  Walter  Scott  of  the 
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He  died  a.d.  i i 77  according  to  Pembridge,  Giraldus 
Cambrensis,  and  the  Monument  in  the  Cathedral ;  but, 
according  to  Matthew  Paris  and  the  Four  Masters,  in 
a.d.  1 1 76.  He  is  one  of  those  mentioned  in  the  Christ 
Church  "Book  of  Obits,"  for  whose  soul  prayer  was  to 
be  made. 

This  Monument,  generally  supposed  to  be  Strongbow's,  is 
now  said  to  be  that  of  Thomas  FitzJames,  eighth  Earl  of 
Desmond,   beheaded  in   Drogheda    in    a.d.   1467,  and  to 
have  been  brought  to  Christ  Church  by  Sir  Henry  Sidney,  to 
replace   the   original  of  Strongbow,  destroyed  by  the  fall 
of  the  south  wall  a.d.  1562,  during  the  Lord  Lieutenancy 
of  the  Earl  of  Sussex.     The  figure  lying  by    the    side    is 
said  to  be  that   of   Eva,    Strongbow's  wife  ;    and  that  its 
present  mutilated  condition  is  owing  to  the  fall  of  the  roof, 
which  destroyed  the  original  of  Strongbow.  (L.  P.,  1,  70;/.) 
To  all  this,  exception  is  taken  by  J.  H.  Glascott,  Esq.,  of 
Ulster's  Office,  who  states  that  the  arms  on   the  shield  are 
not  those  of  the  Earl  or    Desmond,  but  are  the  arms  of 
FitzOsbert,  one  of  Strongbow's  followers  (Argent  on  a  chief 
azure  three    crosses     crosslet    fitchee     of    the   field);    and 
that  the,  so-called,    monument  of   Eva  is,  in  reality,  that 
of  Strongbow's  son,    who    was    cut   in    two    by  his  father 
as  punishment  of  his  cowardice. 


celebrated  outlaw,  Rob  Rdy.  He  says,  "  His  stature  was  not  of 
the  tallest,  but  his  person  was  uncommonly  strong  and  compact. 
The  greatest  peculiarities  of  his  frame  were  the  breadth  of  his 
shoulders,  and  the  great  and  almost  disproportioned  length  of 
his  arms  ;  so  remarkable,  indeed,  that  it  was  said  he  could,  without 
stooping,  tie  the  garters  of  his  Highland  hose,  which  are  placed  two 
inches  below  the  knee."  ("The  Highland  Clans,  with  an  account  of 
Rob  Roy  and  the  Macgregors."  Edinburgh,  A.  and  C.  Black,  1S5C, 
p.  131.) 
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Hackett,  in  his  collection  of  Epitaphs,  gives  the  following 
from   the  tomb*  of  Strongbow  at  Christ  Church,  Dublin  ; — 

"  Nate  ingrate,  mihi  pugnanti  terga  dedisti. 
Non  mihi,  sed  genti,  regno  quoque  terga  dedisti." 

V This  alludes,"  says  Banks,  "to  a  story  that  Strongbow' s 
only  son,  a  youth  about  seventeen,  frightened  with  the 
numbers  and  ululations  of  the  Irish  in  a  great  battle,  ran 
away  \  but  being  afterwards  informed  of  his  father's  victory, 
he  joyfully  returned  to  congratulate  him.  But  the  severe 
general,  having  first  upbraided  him  with  his  cowardice, 
caused  him  to  be  immediately  executed  by  cutting  him  off 
in  the  middle  with  a  sword.  Such,  in  former  times,  was 
the  detestation  of  dastardliness."  (Burke's  "Extinct 
Peerage,"  a.d.  1866,  p.  121.)  Mr.  Glascott  says  that  the 
figure,  alluded  to,  is  that  of  a  youth  wearing  chain  armour ; 
and  that  he  is  represented  as  supporting  his  intestines  with 
his  hands.  Leland,  in  his  Itinerary  (vol.  iii.  f.  172),  states 
that  there  is  an  inscription  to  the  memory  of  Strongbow  in 
the  cloisters  of  Gloucester  Cathedral,  which  runs  thus : 
"Hie  jacet  Ricardus  Strongbow  Filius  Gilberti  Comitis  de 
Pembroke ;"  but  Giraldus  Cambrensis,  who  accompanied 
Prince  John  to  Ireland,  expressly  says  that  the  earl  was 
interred  in  Christ  Church,  and  that  his  funeral  obsequies 
were  performed  by  Archbishop  Laurence  O'Toole. 
("Conquest  of  Ireland, "  book  ii.,  chap.  14.) 

Payments  of  bonds,  rents,  &c.  used  to  be  made  at  this 
tomb  ;  and  continued  to  be  made  so  late  as  a.d.  187 1. 

Suvertius,  in  his  book  of  Epitaphs,  gives  the  following 
on  Strongbow  ;  but  assigns  neither  name  nor  date  : —

At  the  restoration  of  the  Cathedral  by  Sir  Henry  Sydney, 
a  slab  (still  to  be  seen)  was  inserted  in  the  south  wall, 
of  the  nave,  with  the  following  inscription  : —

The  old  wooden  tomb  in  Christ  Church,  commonly 
called  St.  Laurence  0 'Toole's,  has  been  by  some  assigned 
to  Comyn.  It  is  certainly  not  that  of  St.  Laurence 
O'Toole  (Lorcan  O'Tuathall),  who  died  at  Au,  or  Auge.  in 
Normandy,  where  his  relics  were  seen  a.d.  1840.  (Kelly's 
"  Cambrensis  Eversus,"  vol.  ii.,  p.  C4S.  Cotton's  "Fasti," 
vol.  ii.,  p.  10.) 

Others  think  that  it  is  the  tomb  of  Henri  de  Loundres, 
who  is  said  to  have  been  buried  beneath  a  wooden  tomb 
opposite  to  that  of  Comyn,  this  latter  (according  to  some 
authorities)  being  buried  on  the  south  side  of  the  altar 
under  a  marble  monument.  Neither  of  these  opinions  is 
correct  j  for  a  close  inspection  shews  the  figure  lying  on  the 
tomb  to  be  that  of  a  mitred  abbot,  and  not  one  of  an 
archbishop.

The  original  is  in  Norman  French ;  and  the  translation 
given  infra  was  made  by  John  Robert  Daniel  Tyssen, 
Esq.,  F.S.A.,  who  was  the  first  to  give  an  interpretation, 
all  previous  attempts  to  do  so  having  failed. 

Mr.  Tyssen  refers  the  date  of  the  inscription  to  the 
beginning  of  the  fourteenth  century,  judging  from  the 
character  of  the  letters  used  ;  and  he  finds  John  Lumbard's 
name  often  occurring  in  the  Public  Records  of  the  time 
(King Edward  III.).  (See,  at  large,  ''Old  Register"  of  Christ

The  above  is  engraven  on  a  brass  plate  affixed  to  the 
wall  :  and  on  it  are  the  arms  of  Lord  Grey,  with  the  motto, 

"At  vincet  pauperiem  virtus." 

Sir  Arthur  Grey  de  Wilton  was  Lord  Lieutenant  of 
Ireland,  1580,  and  acquired  great  renown  by  suppressing 
the  rebellion  of  Desmond. 

His  father,  Sir  William  Grey,  the  thirteenth  Baron,  was 
attainted.  "  Flow  he  came  to  be  attainted,*'  says  Dugdale, 
"  I  have  not  seen,  but  in  the  first  of  Elizabeth,  he  was 
restored  in  blood."  The  next  year  he  was  made  a  Knight 
of  the  Garter. 

It  has  been  conjectured,  that  on  his  restoration  to  his 
dignity  and  estate,  he  assumed  the  above  motto.  The  title 
became  extinct,  A.D.  1604.  (See  "Ancient  ami  Dormant 
Peerage,"  by  John  "Burke,  Esq.     London,  183 1,  p.  231.)

The  name  of  Edward  GotTe,  which  had  disappeared 
from  this  monumental  slab  (defaced  in  many  other  places), 
was  recovered  by  Sir  Bernard  Burke,  Ulster  King  of  Arms, 
who,  with  prompt  kindness,  supplied  the  desired  informa- 
tion. 

The  other  lacuna  have  been  filled  up  from  a  comparison 
of  this  slab  with  that  of  Sheriff  Brown -(No.  ix.);  both 
being,  undoubtedly,  the  work  of  the  same  sculptor.

There  formerly  stood  near  the  high  altar  in  St.  Mary's 
Chapel,  a  fine  monument  of  its  Founder,  the  "Great  Fail  of 
Kildare"  (Gerald,  eighth  Earl),  where  his  arms  within  the 
Garter,  and  those  of  his  wife,  with  the  arms  of  many  of  his 
family  were  placed ;  until  they  were  defaced  by  Dr.  William 
Moreton,  Bishop  of  Kildare  and  Dean  of  Christ  Church, 
when  he  repaired  the  church  between  1677  and  1705. 
(E.  K.,  1  :  69.)  A  drawing  of  this  monument  (long  since 
destroyed)  exists  in  an  old  book  in  Ulster's  Office,  called 
"  Monumenta  Eblanav"  wherein  the  front  alone  may  be 
seen  thirteen  compartments  or  panels,  bearing  the  arms  of 
different  members  of  the  family.  The  sides  also  are 
panelled,  bearing  arms. 

In  the  pew  belonging  to  the  Kildare  family,  there  was 
formerly  a  brass  plate,  upon  which*  was  inscribed  the 
follow'  ig : — 
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"  This  seate  belongs  to  John,   Earl   of  Kilda 

"'and  his  family,  for  ever;  being  ed   to  him 

"  by  the   Deane  and   Chapter   of  Christ   Church, 

"November  17th,  anno  Domini  1606." 

"There  is  a  tradition  (says  the  f  Leinster  in  his 

book,  "The  Earls  of  Kildare,"  p.  303),  that  at  the   end  of 

-very  seven  years  the  Earl  of   Kildare,   [Gerald,   eleventh 

may  be  seen  riding  across  the  Curragh  on  a  w 
charger,  shod  with  silver,  and  holding  a  cup  in  his  hand ; 
and  that  when  he  shall  appear  without  the  cup  his  race 
will  become  extinct.  But  according  to  another  legend, 
when  his  horse's  shoes  are  worn  off,  he  will  return  to 
destroy  the  enemies  of  Ireland. " 

There  is  yet  a  third  version  of  this  tradition,  as  given  by 
the  Duke  of  Leinster  in  his  little  work,  "  Castle  of  Kilkea,': 
1S65  (printed,  but  not  published,  and  a  copy  of  which  his 
:  was  pleased  to  present  to  the  author  of  this  book),  in 
which  it  is  said  (p.  n),  "Connected  with  this  Earl  is  the 
following  legend:  'The  Countess  being  very  desirous  to 
know  some  important  secret,  the  Earl, wearied  at  last  by  her 
importunity,  agreed  to  tell  it  to  her,  on  condition  that  she 
should  undergo  three  trials;  but  warned  her,  that  if  she 
showed  any  sign  of  fear,  it  would  be  fatal  to  him.  They 
then  went  into  the  great  room  of  Kilkea  Castle.  In  a 
short  time  an  enormous  serpent  glided  in,  and  entwined 
itself  round  the  lady  until  its  jaws  were  close  to  her  face. 
She  shewed  no  sign  of  fear,  and  the  serpent  left  her.  At  a 
signal  from,  the  Earl,  the  river  Greese  rose  higher  and 
higher,  until  it  flowed  in  a  torrent  through  the  room  ;  but 
the  lady  was  not  alarmed,  and  it  soon" subsided.  A  knock 
was  then  heard  at  the  door,  and  a  gentleman  to  whom   the 

*  The  eighteenth  Earl.     This  brass  plate  is  mow  in  the  possession 
of  the  Duke  of  Leinster. 
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Countess  had  formerly  been  attached,  entered  the  room. 
But  she,  knowing  that  he  had  been  dead  many  years, 
could  restrain  herself  no  longer.  She  shrieked,  when  the 
stranger  immediately  disappeared,  taking  the  Ear]  with 
him;  and,  ever  since,  the  Earl  has  been  compelled,  once  in 
seven  years,  to  ride  on  a  white  charger  shod  with  silver, 
from  that  room  to  the  Rath  of  Mallaghmast,  and  will 
continue  to  do  so,  until  the  horse's  shoes  are  worn  off.'" 

Sylvester  Gerald  de  Barri  (a  native  of  Wales,  and,  hence, 
commonly  called  "  Giraldus  Cambrensis "),  writing,  about 
a.d.  1188,  thus  speaks  of  the  Geraldines  (or  FitzGeralds)  :— 

"In  all  services  of  war  they  were  highy  valued;  always 
in  the  van,  they  were  eminent  for  their  valour  and  daring 
in  every  noble  enterprise;  but,  as  soon  as  the  occasion  for 
their  services  had  ended,  they  were  neglected  and  treated 
with  the  utmost  contempt.  But  malice  itself  could  not 
succeed  in  extirpating  this  generous  race,  so  that  even  to  this 
day  the  family,   putting   forth    new   branches,.    ,  :s  no 

small  share  of  wealth  and  power  in  this  island  [Ireland]. 

"Who  first  penetrated  into  the  heart  or  the  enemy's 
country?  The  Geraldines.  Who  have  kept  it  in  sub- 
mission? The  Gei  Who  strike  most  terror  into 
the  enemy?  The  Geraldines.  Against  whom  are  the 
shafts  of  malice  chiefly  directed  ^  The  Geraldines.  Oh, 
that  they  had  found  a  prince  who  could  have  justly 
appreciated  their  distinguished  worth  !  Mow  tranquil,  how 
peaceful  would  have  been  the  state  of  Ireland  under  their 
administration  !  But  they  were  always  held  in  groundless 
suspicion ;  while  confidence  has  been  placed  in  others  in 
blind  security,  who  had  none  of  their  virtues.  But,  per- 
severe, ye  gallant  kinsmen,*  in   the  course   of   honour  ye 

*  Giraldus  Cambrer  randson  of  Gerald  de  Windsor,  Cas- 

tellan of  Pembroke,  the  foiu  I  ily  of  the  FitzGeralds. 
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have  hitherto  pursued  not  holding  your  lives  dear,   if  spent

"  Blest  if  my  feeble  lines  their  worth  proclaim, 
"And  weave  their  guerdon  of  immortal  fane.

through  the  remissness   of  princes,   or  the   envy  of  others, 
the    great  services   of   the   Geraldines  hive   been   hitherto 
unrequited,  at  least  they  shall  have   all  the   credit  that  my 
pen   can  give    them.      Let,    therefore,    this    noble  pro

The  following  I  •  tig  known   to   the   Editor,   and 

printed  by  the  Duke  of  Leinster  in  his  "  Earls  of  Kild 
p.  303,  third  edition,  1858)  may  be  given  here. 
"Who  killed  Kildare?—

Death  killed  Kildare,

The  author  and  date  of  the  foregoing  are  alike  unknown. 

It  may,  perhaps,  to  some  appear  irrelevant  to  introduce 
here  matters  not  immediately  bearing  upon  the  subject  in 
hand;  but  when  the  intimate  relations  of  the  Kildares 
with  the  history  of  Ireland,  in  general,  and  with  Christ 
Church  Cathedral,  in  particular,  are  considered,  the  notice 
of  anything  connected  with  that  noble  family  cannot  fail  to 
be  read  with  interest.

These  Statues,  familiar  to  all  frequenting  the  Cathedral, 
formerly  ornamented  the  Tholsel,  or  Guildhall  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  Dublin  ;  and  occupied  the  two  niches  in  front  of 
that  building. 

The  Tholsel  (or  toll-stall,  i.e.,  the  toll-gatherers'  stall,  or 
seat)  was  erected  in  the  reign  of  K.  Charles  II.,  a.d.,  T0S3  ; 
and  stood  on  the  south  side  of  Skinner's-row  (now  Christ 
Church-place),  at  the  corner  of  Nicholas-street.  It  was 
taken  down  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  century.

ANCIENT  MONUMENT  RECENTLY  DISO  >VERED. 


A  short  time  before  the  opening  of  the  Cathedral  for 
Divine  Service,  there    was  d,  in  making  a  new  car- 

riage-way, an  ancient  monument    broken  in  two,  and  other- 
wise milch  def;! 

The  figure  is  that  of  a  female  of  high,  and.  perhaps,  of 
regal  rank ;  audit  naturally  invites  speculation  as  to  the 
person  whom  it  represents. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  long  hair  or  head-dress 
which  appears;  the  neck-piece  or  ornament  worn  by  a  lady 
of  rank  ;  the  position  of  the  left  arm  grasping  the  ornament, 
while  the  right  holds  the  folds  of  the  garment ;  and  consider 
ing,  also,  the  canopy  over  the  head,  which  would  seem  to 
indicate  that  of  a  regal  throne;  Mr.  Glascott,  of  Ulster's 
Office,  is  led  to  conjecture,  though  with  prudent  caution,  that 
the  figure  is  none  other  than  that  of  Eva,  Stron  jbowVwife 
heiress  of  the  Kingdom  of  Leinster,  who  is  traditionally 
said  to  have  been  buried  in  Christ  Church. 

It  is  remarkable  that  the  stone  of  which  the  monument  is 
composed  is  similar  to  that  of  Strongbow's  son  in  the  nave 
of  the  Church;  and  that  the  dress,  down  to  the  waist,  is  of 
the  same  pattern,  exhibiting  the  same  fluted  folds,  and  the 
same  sloping  shoulders,  thus  showing  both  monuments  to 
be  of  the  same  precise  style,  and,  consequently,  of  the  same 
period.  Close  inspection  reveals  the  remains  of  a  canopy 
over  the  figure  in  the  nave,  like  that  over  the  figure  just 
discovered. 

Mr.  Glascott's  suggestion,  if  not  generally  accepted,  is. 
ingenious,  and  not  at  all   improbable. 

This    interesting   monument  is  .now   placed  in   the  right- 
-hand niche  of  S.  Laurence  OToole's  Chapel,  lately  rebuilt, 
the     niche    on    the    left-hand    being    assigned    to    the    old 
monument  noticed  Mo.  11..  p.  11.
